To the Chairman and Members of the Rural District Council. 
Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentianen, 


I have the honour to present to you the Annual Report of 
the Medical Officer of Health for the year 1963. 


The Birth Rate within the Rural District was somewhat up 
on that for 1962 and was also higher than that for England and 
Wales as awhole. The Death Rate also was higher than that for 
1962, in fact was the highest since 1958, last years being the 
lowest in a similar period. However, at 12.6 it does not really 
compare unfavourably with the figure 12.2 for England and Wales 
as a whole. 


1963 was a measles year during which we received 409 
notifications of that disease. We also had 39 cases of sonne 
dysentery, but apart from these the incidence of notifiable . 
infectious illness was low. 


fmong the cansea of death it is unfortunate to note that 
eight people (7 men and 1 woman) died from cancer of the 
respiratory tract, quite a rise on the 1962 figure for the 
district. Whatever other causes may contribute to the incidence 
of this terrible disease, one is quite certain. Statistics show 
that cigarette smokersare thirty times more prone to contract 
this than are nonesmokers. It is a pity that the power of this 
habit still seems stronger than the wills of so many people, 
While our young people see this auong their elders propaganda 
to discourage then from starting smoking has a lot to overcome. 
4s with other issues good example is worth a lot of thearatical 
teaching, 


Deaths from motor vehicle accidents were one more than last 


year. The national press has drawn much attention to preventable 
causes of such happenings. 
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Last year I put a note in the report on Brucella infection 
in dairy herds. This year I would mention another matter. 
Penicillin used for the treatment particularly of mastitis in 
cows is for sae days afterwards excreted in their milk. 

Without going into detail on this, it is undesirable that such 
milk be used for human consumption. This was found in three 
formal milk samples taken during 1963. In each case the Milk 
Marketing Board was informed for appropriate action to be taken, 


My thanks again are due to my colleagues in the Health 
Department for their loyalty and assistance. To you, llr. 
Chairman, and the menbers of the Health Committee my appreciation

There is only one slaughterhouse in operation in the 


district, and this is a small private one situated in 


Freckleton, All animals slaughtered were inspected and 
details of meat and other foodstuffs dealt with are set 


out in the table following3- 
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The number of slaughtermen licensed at the end of the year 
was eleven, 


The number of visits made in connection with the inspection 
of food was 114, 


There are seven bakers and/or confectioners in the district. 
All premises were found to be satisfactory and no formal action 
was required. 115 visits were made to food premises of all kinds. 
No serious contravention of the food hygiene regulations was 
found, and minor defects were remedied without the need for any 
action. 


Forty-five premises were registered for the salo of ice- 
cream. Of these, 5 sell loose ice-cream3 two sell loose and 
wrapped; and 38 sell wrapped ice-cream only, Three premises 
are registered for the manufacture of ice-cream, and all use the 
hotemix method of production. Twenty-one samples of ice-crean 
were submitted to the laboratory for examination, and all proved 
satisfactory to the tests carried out. Thirty-six inspections 
were made at ice-cream premises. Four premises are registered for 
the manufacture of cooked meat products. Six inspections were 
made and all premises were satisfactory.

No action was necessary under the Public Health (Prevention 
of Tuberculosis) Regulations, 1925. 


Under Regulation 20 of the Milk and Dairies (General) 
Regulations, 1959, six notices were served requiring 
pasteurisation of milk found to be infected with brucella 
organisms; Seven notices were withdrawn. As described in 
previous reports, the result of all this sampling, reporting, 
serving and withdrawing of notices, checking and re-checking 
is of course nilt 


FACTORIES 


There were 69 factories on the register on the 31st 
December, 1963. 44+ inspections were made and five notices were 
served in connection with insufficient or unsuitable or defective 
sanitary accommodation; two of these had been remedied at the 
end of the yeare With about five excentions the factories are 
mainly of the small owner-occupied type.

PUBLIC CLEANSING AND SALVAGE 


The cleansing section of the department is now well 
established in the new denot at the rear of the Council Offices, 
and the tip at Whinbrick, after some 22 months use, is settling 
down and proving to be well worth its acquisition. 


The Council continues to provide a weekly collection of 
refuse in all parishes, and all refuse was disposed of at 
Whinbrick. It was well that a crawler type tractor was purchased 
for use on the tip. An excellent job is made of keeping the tip 
tidy and level, and the ever increasing weight and bulk of 
refuse to be dealt with fully justified the change to a heavier 
type of tractor, 


There was no change in the establishment during the year, 
and this consits of one 12 cu. yd. Ford Diesel, one 12 cu. yd. 
Karrier diesel, two 18 cu. yd. Karrier diesels and one 10+12 
Cus yos Karrier Gaxecoc’: petrol vehicle, The three Kerrier 
diesels all have a dual-tin type of body. A fourth Karricr 
diesel of 18 cu, yd. canacity was ordered for dolivery in the 1964 
Finencial year. When this is recosived the one remaining petrol 
engined vehicle will be taken out of service, 
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‘ jt was.zpossible, but only just, to keep the service going 
throughoutrthe year without any increase in staff; but it became 
increasingly obvious that staffing will need to be considered 
“before the sumer season of 1964, 18 men including 4 drivers 
_are engaged unon refuse collections one man is auployed as 
Salvage baler and relief dustman3; and the tip is controlled by 
one man using a Bristol crawler tractor. 


Day to day supervision is exercised by a foreman under the 
general direction of the Public Health Inspectors.

MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


There were 75 sites in the area used for camping purposes 
during 1963. Of these 7 were licensed under Section 269 of the 
Public Health Act, 1936; 63 were licensed under the Caravan 
Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960, and 5 were unauthorised 
Sites used for tents during the summer, 


The number of caravans concerned in those sites licensed 
under the 1960 Act was 2,239, and it is estimated that the 
maxinum number of campers resident in the area at one time during 
the summer season was sanewhnecre between 5,000 and 6,000. There 
are 337 caravans in the area which are used for residential 
PULPpPOSES. 


By the end of the year, all but six or seven of the licensed 
caravan sites had been brought up to the standards required by 
their respective site licences. In the six or seven cases 
mentioned, work to comply with their licence standards was in 
progress and all should be completed before the 1964 caravanning 
season really gets under way. 


Two hundred and seventy two visits were made to caravan and 
camping sites. The Council successfully took legal proceedings 
against two site operators for contravention of the 1960 Act.

The district 1s well Supplied with mains water by the Fylde 
Water Board, and it is estimated that the number of houses in the 


area which are connected to the Board's mains is 
‘in the various parishes is set out in the followin 


PARISH 
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The outstanding event under this heading was the completion 
for Christmas Day of the second stage of the Staining sewerage 
schene. ven Before completion, application for standard grants 
were being received, and there is no doubt that the parish will 
benefit considerably from this, the latest of the Council's many 
projects in connection with sewerage and sewage disposal, 1964 
may see the end of the refuse collectors! most unsavoury job - 
that of enptying pail closets in Staining. 


The scheme for Hlswick was in an advanced stage of 
preparation by the end of the year, and should be put out to 
tender early in 1964. Similarly, schenes for Weeton and Little 
Eccleston were well advanced, and by the end of 1964, it could 
well be that Singleton will be the only village of any size 
lacking a proper sewerage and sewage disposal systen. 


During the year 131 new dwellings were connected to the 
Council's sewers, and 8 new dwellings and 12 existing dwellings 
were connected to septic tanks.

HOUSING 


With the continued building of new houses and the danolition 
of unfit houses, the general standard of housing accommodation is 
improving year by year. Add to this the fairly steady number of 
houses improved by way of grants, and the overall picture is 
quite good. 


At the end of the year the Council held 573 housing 
applications for ordinary needs and 59 for agricultural workers. 


Schemes in hand at the end of the year included 27 Old 
Peoples Flatlets at Freckleton; 24 houses and bungalows at 
Staining; 6 houses at Wharles; 4 houses at Weeton3; and 32 
houses were contenplated for Little Eccleston. 


There was no serivus change in population during tthe period 
under review, narwas there any serious overcrowding in the area,
